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to the majority of people in a new country. 
© Their optimism runs away with — their 
judgment and they get the habit of making all kinds 
of extravagant claims for the communities in which 
they live. f 
Then the enumerator gets to work, acting under 
oath and their visions speedily melt into thin air. 
There are sume hard words used in the local press. 
But they count for nothing in impressing those 
whom it is worth while to impress. 

Those who have been at all modest in their es- 
timates come out of the trial with reputation for ac- 
curacy largely enhanced and there is no doubt that 
‘they gain very considerably in the long run by the 
pursuit of such a policy. 

So far as Edmonton is concerned, it may be sald 
that the figures given oul come very much clover 
to the claims that were made in respect to it than 
is ‘the case with the great majority of other com- 
munities, either in eastern or western Canada. 

The boldest forecast that has been attempted 
up to date has beenjto the effect that when the am- 
algamation was completed, Greater Edmonton 
would probably show a popula'tion of 35,000. 

The census report is that Edmonton on June 
Ist had 24,882, an Increase of 120 per cent. in the 
five years that have elapsed since the special west- 
ern census of 1906, white Strathcona has 5,580, an 
increase’ of about the same_ proportions. This 
gives a total in the twin cities of 30,464. But in 
-the new city that is to come into existence a't the 
first of the year at least two other population cen- 
tres, North Edmonton and West Edmonton, will be 
included, with quite,a scattered population as well. 
Taking into account the growth of seven months. 
one should be quite safe in saying {hat Greater Ed- 
monton will start out with :a:population of 35,000 
people } 

This means astonishing development: It is sec- 
ond only to that of Calgary in. the Dominion. Many 
Calgarians made claims away up beyond 60,000 
But 43,736 is quite sufficient to astound the world 
with, : 

When we come to make comparisons with the 
cities of the rest of the Dominion w emust revert 
to the last general census of ten years ago. At 
that time Calgary showed but 4,097 people and 
Edmonton 2,626. Could figures tell a more elo- 
quent tale of des elopment?

mark, whi¢h vould have meant a large in- 
crease in the money coming from the 
Dominion. But ‘the actual figures are 372,919. 
This is twice the pdpulation that was recorded five 
years ago and five times that of ten years ago.

~ HE rate of increase in Alberta and Saskatche- 

wan during five years is twenty-five per 

cent. greater than that in Manitoba in ten 

years. This is in spite of the fact that Winnipeg 

has drawn its strength very largely from the new 

provinces. Saskatchewan has only a trifle more 

than a thousand less than Manitoba, Alberta is 

eighty thousand behind Saskatchewan  and_ ten 
thousand ahead of British Columbia.

Before another census is taken much. of the pro- 
duce of western Canada will go out by way of the 
Pacific to the developing Orient and to Europe by 
way of the Panama Canal, And there is alWays 
the possibility that the Hudson’s Bay route will be 
completed, though it has been talked about for so 
long that many are doubtful of the early fruition 
of the project. The other transportation change. 
however, is right upon us. 

Taking all this into consideration, is it too much 
fo expect that by the time of the census of 1931 the 
greater part of the people of Canada will have their 
homes in its western half. It seems a long while 
to look ahead to 1934, but does it seem very far 
to look back to 1891? In that year there were 
hut 317,478 people in what are now the four west- 
ern provinces. Where there are now 826,000 in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan there were then less than 
67,000 in the territory comprised by these two. 
And we know how short a distance has been gone 
in either towards realizing its possibilities.

(EN years hence there should be easily two 
T million people in the two. The cities 
have more than kept pace with the pro- 
vinces in the past. They will do even better in 
proportion in the future, as the country looks less 
and less to the manufacturing and distributing ‘cen- 
tres of the east. This being the case it {s not hard 
lo figure what Edmonton and Calgary and Regina 
and Saskatoon must become before another set of 
enumerators is appointed. 


“THE bye-election campaigns are proceeding

He has just published a book, following the line of 
several magazine articles that he has written withia 
‘the past year. 

A more significant volume has never been {s- 
sued and it must attract the most widespread atten- 
tion. He entitles it “The Passing of thee Idle 
Rich,” 

“Il know society,” writes Mr. Martin, in the very 
first sentence of his book. “I was bern In it, And 
have lived in it all my life, both here and in the cap- 
itals of Europe.”” He adds that, to him, “the mis- 
erable excesses of Society are an open book.” Fur- 


‘ther along he writes again: “Il speak as a rich man.” 


Then he proceeds to en'ter the plea of guilty in be- 
half of rich men to practically all the counts of the 
indictment brought by its enemies against the pluto- 
cracy. 

The voluntary witness for ‘the prosecution con- 
tinues: 

It mtters not an fota what political party ts in 
power, or what President holds the reins of office. 
We are not politicians or public thinkers; we are 
rich; we own America; we got il, God knows how; 
but we intend to keep it if we can by throwing all 
the tremendous weight of our support, our influence, 
our money, our political connection, our purchased 
Senators, our hungry Cougressinen, and our public 
speaking demagogues in'to the scale against any leg- 
islation, any political reform, any Presidential cam- 
paign, that threatens the integrity of our estate.” 

The writer tells what a shock ‘to himself was the 
realization that the class he belongs to was now 
heartily hated, and the selected popular object of 
stone throwing and mud slinging. Mr. Martin then 
points out an impressive result of this state of af- 
fairs: 

“To-day in New York the girls of our class can- 
not read ‘the newspapers without learning the fear- 
ful lesson that their fathers are despised by the peo- 
ple and their mothers are suspected by the women 
of the nation. Rldtzule, slander, sarcasm, and ob- 
loquy a.e poured on us day by day. It is a fearfut 
thing for a young girl to be brough't up in an atmos- 
phere like.this. It must breed either careless, heart. 
less Indifference ora spirit of discontent,’). 

Discussing the problem as to how the Idle rich 
got thelr money, Mr. Martin quotes’ census figures 
to show that while the “averdge employe in this 
country produces every year $1,280 of wealth after 
full allowance for the cost of the material he works 
with and all possible running expenses that are paid 
by his employer,”’ he gets but $437 of the total, and 
“the remainder goes into the hands of the capitalist 
and ‘the explolter of labor.’ Thus “nearly two- 
thirds of the weaJth produced by the men who labor 
with their hands and heads goes to pay interest and 
dividends on the. securities that represent the incre- 
men't gathered by those who sold out in other days, 
or who capitalized their plants and settled down to 
draw their sustenance from the labor of other men. 
Hence the idle rich.” 

Speaking still as one who knows at first hand the 
facts for which persons less advantageously situated 
may have been driven, also, to gather from the gos- 
sip of the stables and the kitchen, Mr. Martin re- 
cites a long list of the desperate expedients of the 
idle rich to escape the inevitable dullness of their 
lot---performances which have from time to time 
set the world’s tongue clacking and provides the 
newspapers with nine-day sensations. Hun'ted by 
the “curse of gold’? which deprives them: of — the 
simple pleasures and wholesome Incentives which 
lighten the lives of porer men, they take refuge in 
fantastic and costly fooling, 

Mr. Martin recalls ‘the famous  girl-in-the-pie 

supper, when, as the crust of a mammoth sample 
of the pastry cook’s art was cul, “a slip of a girl 
bounded to her feet’ from the midst of It. He re- 
vives the faded memory of tha't equally famous din- 
ner, the black-and-tan dog dinner, and another din- 
ner at which “a shapely girl clad In golden spangles 
and scales” played the part of a goldfish in a glass 
tank of monstrous size. He tells about the feast 
at which ‘the guests smoked cigarettes whose wrap- 
pers were hundred-dollar bills instead of rice paper, 
and he devotes a page or more to the $1,000,000 
bedroom of an individual ‘‘with a common name, 
but uncommon wealth.’’ Nor does he forget the 
#10,000 a year spent by another gilded person for 
shoes, the $10,000 cradle of a certain infant heir of 
Croesus, or ‘the million, more or less, lavished by 
a foolish youth upon a “coarse, but crafty stage 
girl.” 
This to show what the idle rich are---or may be--- 
how the taint of idleness has corrupted society. But 
limes have changed. Mr. Martin offers personal 
‘testimony on that point also. He writes: 

“Idleness is doomed asa vocation. Even in the 
social world it is becoming unfashionable.

How Wrongdoer’s Trail Has Been Found 
by Dreams

T has been stated in a paper devoted ‘to spirit- 

| ualistic and ghostly subjects that the services 

of a medium have been retained by Scotland 

Yard and that the New York police have acknow- 

ledged their indebtedness to such gent y for valua- 

ble information which has enabled them to clear 

up many mysteries which had previously baffled 
them. 

There is not the slightest truth in either of these 
latter statements. The visions of the mediums, ob- 
tained by their admirers and published by the news- 
papers, have proved invariably far from the real 
facts. Spiritualism has not yet become a force in 
the detection of crime. 

Clues, however, of a strange kind, bordering 
upon -the supernatural, are recorded in many cases. 

In the trunk murder case some time since, when 
Devereux, the chemist’s assistant, poisoned  ihs 
wife and child, and packed them in a carefully pre- 
pared trunk which he left in a furniture repository, it 
was a presentiment on ‘the part of a woman which 
led, in the first instance, to the discovery of the 
crime. The memory of the trunk haunted Dever- 
eux's mother-in-law. It was connected, she felt 
sure, in some sinister manner with the disappear- 
ance of her daughter and her child. Sure enough. 
when the trunk was opened it revealed the ghastly 
secret. 

A Manchester Case 


A presentiment of the same kind led to the 
prompt discovery of a remarkable murder, the per- 
petrator of which was tried at the Manchester As- 
sizes in 1889, 

Two per.ons, a father and a son named Gordon, 
carrying on a furnishing company in Manchester, 
had established branches of their business In var- 
lous places, one of them being at Bury. The Bury 
shop was managed by one William. Dukes. One 
day the son George set off from Manchester on a 
visit to some of these branch establishments, He 
did no't return, and his father and his brother named 
Meyer Gordon, became excited and alarmed at his 
absence, Meyer was oppressed by a terrible pre- 
sentiment that the missing George was at Bury, nd 


insisted upon his father accompanying him there to. 


make enquirles and ‘search. Entering the branch 
shop he faced Dukes, tthe managet, and ‘asked Sim 
where his brother George was. 

“He was here. yesterday,” sald Dukes calmly. 
“but I have not seen him since." 

But a strange feeling that the shop held the so- 
lution of the mystery of George's disappearance «0 
possessed the bro'ther that he went to the police sta. 
tlon and returned Iater with two detectives, A 
search of the place, h:wever, revealed nothing that 
Was suspictous---nothing that seemed In any way ‘to 
bear upon the mystery of the missing man. Mey- 
oe eye fell upon a large wardrobe Standing In the 
shop, 

“What is that doing here?” he asked. 

Dukes replied that it had been brought by a lady 
named Sherrocks, and "that it was walting for re- 
moval to her premises. Meyer walked to it and 
examined It. It was locked, Dukes declared 
that the lady herself had herself closed the doors 
and taken away the key, 

“I must have {tt opened,’’ sald Meyer, “I will 
take the responsibility upon myself,” 


The Red Barn Murder 


Inside vhen the doors were broken open, was 
discovere! ite body of the murdered man, It was 
a Wenn led to the discovery of the murderer 
oF the unforty1ate girl, Marla Marte 
Red Barn in Suffolk. eee 

Maria was a beautiful girl, the daughter of a 1a- 
borer, who had attracted the notice of Willlam Cor- 
der, a farmer of means In the nelghborhood. Ina 
lonely part of his farm stood a bullding known as 
the Red Barn. Calling for the girl one day, Corder 
smuggled her away from her parents’ cot'tage, in- 
forming them that he was about {o take her to Ips- 
wich to secretly marry her. The girl was never 
seen again. Corder, in reply to her parents’ anx- 
fous enquiries, assured them that she was well and 
happy with some friends. 

Three times her mother dreamt that the girl had 
been murdered and was burled tn a corner of the 
Red Barn. So persistent was she In her entreaties 
Nhat the place be searched that at last she prevailed. 

The poor girl’s body was found there! She had 
been shot by the treacherous man and burted by him. 
What had become of Corder? He had disappeaz- 
ed. A detective tracked him down at last, living 
in comfort in a London suburb. He had married 
a lady, the head of a young ladies’ school. Under 
the pretence tha't he wanted to place his daughter 
in the school as a boarder, the detective obtained 
entrance to the house and an Interview with his maa. 
He pounced on Corder as he was engaged in boiling 
a couple of eges for breakfast. 

Sir Astley Cooper, ‘the famous physiclan, used 
to relate an extraordinary occurrence In his young- 


er days, when he was called in to examine a prisoner 
whom the police suspected of having committed a 
murder. Cooper, with an officer, having complet- 
ed his examination, was: about to leave, when to his 
amazement he saw a dog sniff at a part of the man’s 
clothing. 

Cooper looked at the garment. There w- a 
strange statin upon it which had escaped his no'tice. 
Examin wucn of it proved that it was blood. But 
there was no dog in the cell and none could possibly 
haveobtained admission and left the place unseen 
The mystery of ‘the dog was never solved. That 
stain, however, solved the mystery of the crime and 


. the man was found guilty. 


A “strange feeling’ led to the remarkable 
thwarting cf a crime in a Yorkshire wood some years 
ago. A nand new to the distric’t had arrived, and 
was working on a farm in the neighborhood. That 
evening he had to return to « village some miles dis- 
tant, and while at work he enquired his way of a fel- 
low-laborer. He was told that there were ‘two 
ways to it---one along a road and another through 
a wood, but he was warned against attempting the 
path "through the wood, as there was a deep pond, 
fringing the path, hidden to a great extent by bushes 
and undergrowth. 

When his work was done, however, he resolvad 
in spite of the warnings of his comrades to take the 
wood path. Noticing ‘the pond he found himseif 
attracted to investigate it. Separating the brancn- 
es of the overhanging bushe> he peered through and 
was startled ‘to see a parcel containing an apparenlly 
living object in the water. The loosely tied bundle, 
that he reached down for and brought to land, con- 
tained the still living body of an infant tha't could 
only have been in the water for a short time. 

One of the most extraordinary cases of unex- 
plained revelation of crimes was that in which a man 
named Bourriere was ‘the criminal. Bourriere was 
a person of some local importance in a French vil- 
lage. Among his friends was a magistrate, who 
was unmarried, talking and playing draughts toge- 
‘her. Fow or five years previously there had ben 
a mysterious murder in the village, the perpetraotr 
of which the police had failed to discover. 

The Self-Accusing Document 

One morning the magistrate, who had spent the 
previous evening at Dourrlere’s house was aston'*h- 
ed to receive a le'tter, apparently in his handwriting 
and bearing his name on it. It was written in a 
mocking strain, ‘taunting the magistrate for his wint 
of sagacity in not suspecting him---Bourriere---as the 
perpetrator of the crime, giving details of its com- 
mission, and mentioning facts which the writer 
seemed {o imagine should not have escaped an in- 
telligent magistrate’s notice. Confronted with this 
extraordinary document, Bourriere was so dumb- 
founded that he confessed his guilt. He had com- 
mitted the crime as the letter said, but he decla ed 
to the last that he had never sent the letter. 

The only explanaion of the extraordinary oc- 
currence seems to be that Bourrlere, pursuing his 
reflections after the magistrate had left him in the

What most people seem to be they very seldom 
are in reality. 

“The Thackeray that these fellows imagine,” is 
very often that seeming Thackeray through envi- 
ronment or force of circumstances and is not the real 
article at, at all. Whnt befell the man who knew 
Snobs was, of course, that in either aspect, he was 
a Stimulant. 

What a mistake, but what fun! 

Beloved Charles Kingsley was another of the 
rood order, (hough of another breed. Life was to 
him a conspiracy of manifold interest, a huge and 
enlivening mystery, holding out to him at a thou- 
sand points glimpses of a vast and magnificent de- 
sign, of which he burned to be the interpreter. But 
he was not content with a splendid optimism of 
heart and voice, such as Browning practised; he had 
a strong combative element, which could have made 
him an enthusiastic pirate if he had not been a par- 
son, He had that note of high greatness---the pow- 
er of tormenting himself into a kind of frenzy at all 
patient and stupid acquiesence in remediable evil, 
He saw a world full of splendid chances, crammed 
with entertainment and work for all, and yet In a 
horrible mess. He wanted to put tt all straight, be- 
ginning with the drains, and yet never forgetting 
the Redemption. And so he went on his -vav 
through life al a swinging stride, with a word and 
asmile and a hand-grasp full of pity and courage, 
and enthusiasm and love, ready to explain every- 
thing and to maintain anything, in a splendid aad

‘contagious hurry, making plenty of mistakes, full 


of-weak arguments and glowing metaphors, and yel 
somehow uplifting and inspiring everyone with 
whom he came into contact, giving away all he had 
got with both hands, greeting everyone as a brother 
and a friend, his life flaring itself away in his joyful 
and meteoric passage.

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SENSE AND NONSENSE 


~ HE captain who is in charge 
of the Bertillon Bureau 
at the New York police 
headquarters has been studying 
the thumbprints of criminals for 
so many years that he has now as 
good a memory for them as most 
men have fo- faces. Every one 
of the classified 'thumbprints of 
thumb and finger prints in his 
cabinets has its individuality for 
him. ; 

Two burglars broke into a 
home in Flatbush, Brooklyn, were 
detected, and in the fight that fol- 
lowed one of them sho't and kill- 
ed a woman member of the house- 
hold. One of the burglars was 
also shot and badly wounded. His 
injury led, on the following day, 
to the arrest of both. Following 
the usual police custom the cap- 
tain was sent for to "take the fing- 
erprint impressions of the prison- 
ers for purposes of compari3on 
and preservation . 

One of the pair, a surly for- 
eiyner, was admittedly a thief; the 
other was the man who had been 
wounded. He was a big Aus- 
trian named Schleimann. As he 
lay on the cot he pro'tested over 
and over again that he had never 
been concerned in anv crime be- 
fore, that he was an honest arti- 
san who had been induced by a 
chance acaiaintance to take part 
in the burglary. 

“Usually,’’ said the Bertillon 
expert, in telling the story, ‘‘l 
don't take much stockin the tales 
of captured thieves. But | 
couldn’t find a duplicate of Schlei- 
mann’s fingermarks anywhere in 
my collection, and 1 was _ being 
forced to believe that he had told 
“the truth when he said he was a 
novice as a burglar. 

“| was just about to conclude 
that he was really what he looked 
to be---a big, simple-minded, sen- 
timental fellow who had made the 
mistake of falling into bad com- 
pany and would probably pav for 
it with his life---as a matter of fact 
he died in the electric chair with- 
in four.months. Still there was 
something strangely familiar a- 
bout ‘one of his thumbprints---the 
left one. The more } studiel i't the 
more | was convinced. that I. had 
seen {it before. 1 went through 
all the cabinets again---nothing 
doing, Then all of a sudden it 
came to me: 

“Three months before there 
hod been a burglary in another 
par't of Brwooklyn that was mark- 
ed by at least one ver yunusual 
circumstance. Our men héver 
caught the burglars, but follow- 
ing their usual custom they had 
made a careful search of the pre- 
mises for any evidences that the 
thieves might have left behind. 
As a result I had on file an enlarg- 
ed photograph of a greasy thumb- 
print that one of the detectives 
had found upon a cut-glass bowl 
that the burglars had discarded 
after taking it out of a china cab- 
inet. I got this enlarged photo- 
graph out of the case where it was 
kept and laid it alongside the new- 
ly taken thumbprint impressions 
of the wounded burglar Schlie- 
mann.”

captain describes the sequence, 
he was on his way back to Brook- 
lyn. He walked into the prison 
ward of the hospital where his 
man lav groaning and weeping. 
_ "Schleimann,’’ he said sharply. 
“when vou broke into that house 
on the Park Slope three months 
ago why didn’t you ‘take the cut- 
glass rose bowl with the gold fili- 
gree work on it?”

IN THE GOOD OLD DAYS OF CHIVALRY AND 
DUNGEONS 


(F. F. G., in Westminster Gazette) 


GOOD deal of knight-errant-y, although 
the distance of time has given it an atmos- 
phere of romance, was really for the most 

‘part a sort of. hooliganism in jronmongery. Knights 
da armor wen't igalumphing about.on heavy c*rt- 
horses, jabbing iron-shod poles into each other at 
the slightest provocation, and often without any 
provocation at all. They were as touchy in their 
tempers as ruffs, and they made quarrels when they 
could not find them. This was in what are called 
the Days of Chivalry, a time at which we look back, 
as It were, through a long corridor, dimly lighted 
‘through stained-glass windows emblazoned with her- 
aldic devices. Romance tinges the imagination 
when we see an old mediaeval castle, even if it be 
in ruins, and we picture to ourselves gallant knights 
in rich and picturesque apparel, hawking and hunt- 
ing in times of peace with fair ladies; grim in panop- 
ly of armor In times of war. 

But much of ‘the romance vanishes when we ex- 
plore the Interlors and try to reconstruct the details 


of the domestic life inside the walls, details which. ., 


as compared with the arrangements of a Roman vil- 


la, were as lacking In refinement as those of a Kaffir. 
kraal in comparison with a house in Payk lane. But: 


there Is a darker side of chivalry revealed when in 
the dark passages of the lower depths w efind the ac- 
commodation provided for involuntary guests In ‘the 
shape of dismal cells, the cachots and oubliettes, in- 
te which wretched prisoners were thrust and some- 
mes forgotten. 

This thought ts prompted by a sketch, which 1 
came across recently, In the ruins of the castle of 
Gilles de Bretagne, near Plancoet, in Brittany, for 
it was a Count Giles de Bretagne whose dismal fate 
1s one of the legends of a Mont St. Michel dungeon. 
The story ts that he was put Into a cachot by his 
brother Francts 1., Duke of Brittany, and left there 
to starve; but a peasant woman brought him food, 
which she passed to him through the narrow grill of 
the cell, and the wicked bro'ther, finding that his vic- 
tim df& not die quickly enough, had him poisoned. 

The incident has inspired writers of romance, 
but it 1s difficult to understand, when one knows the 
positions of the dungeons under ‘the Abbey buildings 
of Mont. St. Mchel, how the window could have 
been accessible to the peasant woman. Resides. the 
identity of Gilles himself is a little puzzling. He is 
described in a guidebook as “Sieur de Chantoce,”” 
jut the Gitles who had a castle at Champtoce was 
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in Coronation Procession as shown by Kinemacolor at Thistle Rink, 
Commencing Monday, October 23rd.

Gilles de Laval, Marechal de Retz, who is supposed 
to have been the original of Blue Beard. 


Legends of a similar kind may be found amongst 
the romances of the old feudal castles, and their ex- 
istence is evidence that pity sometimes strove ‘to 
soften the hard fate of the miserable prisoners in the 
dark silence of their living tombs down below. The 
dungeons in the substructures under, the church and 
the Abbey buildings of Mont. St. Michel are gloomy 
enough to suggest tales of tragedy which might, be 
told if the stones could peak. To be shut into one 
even for a few minuttes gives one the feeling of be- 
ing buried in the heart of a mountain, and how any- 
one could live days, to say nothing of years, In the 
darkness, the solitude, and the awful silence with- 
out losing reason, it is difficult to understand. 


Some of these dungeons were used long after 
what are called the feudal days, although in France 
feudalism may be said to have lasted until the Rev- 
olution. In 1746 a Dutch journalist who had_of- 
fended Louis XV. died in a sort of cage, a low-arch- 
ed recess with bars, and as his body is said to have 
been partially devoured by rats the place ils:shown 
and the grim story of ‘“Dubourg mange par les rats,"’ 
is told by ‘the guides. Under the Second Empire 
Mont St. Michel was used both as a place of deten- 


tion for the political.prisoners whose views were too

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Conqueror of The Matterhorn 


HE death took place in 
England at the first of 
the month of Edmund 
Whymper, the world’s grea test 
mountain-climber. \He_ visited 
the annual camp of the Canadian 
Alpine Club some years ago. | 

Edward Whymper was born in 
1840, his father being J. W. 
Whymper, a wood engraver and 
water-color painter of some dis- 
tinction. Edward adopted wood 
engraving as his business, and it 
was for the purpose of making 
some sketches that he paid his 
first visit io the Alps. This was 
in 1860, and it is probable that 
never a year has passed since 
that has not seen him in Switzer- 
land. The beauty of the moun- 
tains fascinated him from the 
first, and after his first climb the 
lure of the high peaks possessed 
him until he died. Whymper 
was the first climber to scale the 
Matterhorn, and it was this feat 
and the terrible tragedy that ac- 
companied it that made his name 
famous. On_ the descent tour 
of the party, including Lord Fran- 
cis Douglas, the uncle of the pre- 
sent marquis of Queensberrry. 
lost their lives. Not long ago 
the body of the unfortunate no- 
bleman was found in a stale of 
perfect preservation , and was 
buried . 

It is probable that to this day 
that there are people who believe 
that Whymper was responsible 
for the accident, and that to save 
his own life he had cut the rope 
that linked the party together. 
Certainly rumors to dhis pfiect 
were freely circulated at the time. 
and Whymper suffered keenly un- 
der a suspicion that ‘those who 
knew him declared to be abso- 
lutely groundless. In his ‘Scram- 
bles Among the Alps’ Whymper 
gave the only account of the dis- 
aster that can be called authen- 
tic. Why the manila rope that 
seemed the strongest of the three 
should have suddenly parted 
when there was no strain must 
always be a mystery. Break it did. 
and in Whymper’s own words, 
his three companions and guide 
“nassed from his sight uninjured. 
disappeared one by one, and fell 
from precinice to precipice on to 
the Matterhorgletscher below, a 
distance of nearly 4,000 feet in 
height. From the moment the 
rope broke it was impossible to 
help them.”

_The story as he had it from the 
climber himself made a great im- 
pression on Thomas Hardy, and 
inspired him, when in 1897 he 
looked on the Matterhorn from 
Zermatt, to write the following 
sonnet: :
